To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Irlam  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 


In  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of  the  district 
during  the  year  1960, 1 do  not  feel  justified  in  expressing  any  personal 
opinion  on  the  services  administered  by  the  Council  in  view  of  the 
fact  that  I only  held  the  post  of  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  during 
the  latter  two  months  of  the  year.  For  the  first  ten  months  of  the  year 
under  review  Dr.  El  wood  was  Medical  Officer  of  Health  to  the  dis- 
trict, consequently  the  report  is  produced  in  a similar  form  to  pre- 
vious years  and  in  accordance  with  instructions  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

The  population  of  the  district  is  estimated  by  the  Registrar- 
General  at  mid- 1960  to  be  15,210,  an  increase  of  120  over  the  figure 
for  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  in  the  district  at  16  per  1,000  population  remains 
high  and  is  similar  to  the  rate  for  the  previous  two  years.  The 
number  of  illegitimate  births  formed  2.5%  of  the  total,  an  improve- 
ment on  the  figures  for  1959  and  1958  when  they  formed  3.7%  and 
4%  of  the  total  births  respectively.  The  infant  mortality  rate  for 
the  year  was  28.8  per  1,000  live  births  which  is  somewhat  above  the 
national  average  for  England  and  Wales  (21.7  per  1,000  live  births) 
but  as  will  be  noted  from  the  table  in  the  body  of  the  report  there  is 
considerable  fluctuation  of  this  rate  from  year  to  year.  If  an  average 
over  the  past  three  years  is  taken  a rate  very  much  nearer  the  national 
average  is  obtained. 

There  was  a considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of  infectious 
disease  notifications  compared  with  the  previous  year.  186  as 
opposed  to  359  during  1959.  It  is  encouraging  to  report  that  no  case 
of  diphtheria  or  poliomyelitis  was  reported  in  the  district  during  the 
year,  a striking  testimony  to  the  preventive  measures  taken  against 
these  diseases  during  recent  years. 
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It  remains  for  me  finally  to  record  my  appreciation  of  the  loyal 
co-operation  of  Mr.  L.  Hall  and  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health 
Department,  and  of  the  support  given  to  me  by  members  of  the 
Health  Committee  and  by  officials  of  the  Council.

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PHYSICAL  AND  SOCIAL 


The  county  district  of  Irlam  in  Lancashire  is  roughly  square  in 
formation  with  sides  over  three  and  a half  miles  long. 

The  district  boundaries  on  the  North  march  with  those  of 
Tyldesley,  Worsley  and  Leigh,  on  the  South  with  the  Manchester 
Ship  Canal,  on  the  East  with  Eccles  and  on  the  West  with  the  banks 
of  the  River  Glaze. 

The  residents  are  thus  provided  with  an  area  quasi-rural  in 
character,  which  makes  a relieving  contrast  to  the  industrial  nature 
of  the  district  on  its  southern  borders. 

A variety  of  industries  is  carried  on  in  the  district.  The  following 
list  is  a brief  summary: 

Steel  and  iron  works,  soap  works,  margarine  and  lard  manu- 
facturies,  coal  tips,  tar  works,  basket  works,  general  engineering, 
timber  storage,  and  market  gardening. 


POPULATION 

The  resident  population  of  Irlam  estimated  by  the  Registrar 
General  in  mid  1960,  was  15,210. 

The  excess  of  births  over  deaths  during  the  year  was  90. 

In  addition  to  the  resident  population  large  numbers  from 
outside  the  district  journey  daily  to  and  from  the  various  v/orks  in 
the  district. 


BIRTHS

The  total  number  of  births  belonging  to  the  district  after  the 
necessary  adjustments  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  243. 

This  gave  a birth  rate  of  16.0  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as 
against  16.1  for  the  previous  year. 

The  birth  rate  per  1,000  of  the  population  for  the  whole  of 
England  and  Wales  for  1960  was  17.1. 
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STILLBIRTHS 


The  number  of  registered  stillbirths  was  6,  giving  a rate  per  1,000 
total  births  of  24.1  The  average  for  the  years  1955-1959  was  22.2 
per  1,000  total  births. 


MATERNAL  MORTALITY 

No  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  the  year  1960. 


INFANT  MORTALITY 

There  were  7 deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age,  6 of  which 
occurred  within  the  first  four  weeks  of  life.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  was  28.8  per  1,000  live  births.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales 
for  1960  was  21.7. 

The  average  infant  mortality  rate  for  the  district  for  the  years 
1955-1959  was  27.8  per  1,000  live  births.

DEATHS 


Males  78;  Females  75;  Total  153. 

The  total  number  of  deaths  belonging  to  the  district  after  the 
necessary  adjustments  for  inward  and  outward  transfers  was  153. 
This  gave  a death  rate  of  10.1  per  1,000  of  the  population,  the  same 
as  in  1959. 

The  death  rate  for  the  whole  of  England  and  Wales  was  11.5 
per  1,000  of  the  total  population. 

UNCERTIFIED  DEATHS  AND  INQUESTS 

During  the  year  there  were  25  deaths  (16  male,  9 female)  in 
which  the  causes  of  death  were  certified  after  post  mortem  examina- 
tion and/or  coroner’s  inquests.

CANCER 

There  were  37  deaths  from  this  cause,  13  males  and  24  females, 
giving  a mortality  rate  of  2.43  per  1,000  of  the  population,  as  com- 
pared with  1.59  in  1959.

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The  average  death  rate  from  all  forms  of  cancer  over  the  five 
years  1956-1960  has  been  1.81  per  1,000  of  the  population,  and  this 
compares  with  a national  rate  for  1960  of  2.16.  The  average  death 
rate  from  cancer  of  the  lung  and  bronchus  over  the  same  five  years 
in  the  district  has  been  0.33,  compared  with  a national  rate  in 
1960  of  0.48.  These  rates  suggest  that  the  district  has  been  rather 
more  fortunate  in  regard  to  cancer  than  has  been  the  experience 
nationally.

RESPIRATORY  DISEASES 

Sixteen  deaths  were  attributed  to  diseases  of  the  respiratory 
system  (excluding  cancer)  giving  a death  rate  of  1.05  per  1,000  of 
the  population  as  compared  with  0.80  in  1959. 


TUBERCULOSIS 

Two  new  cases  of  Respiratory  Tuberculosis  were  notified  during 
the  year.  These  were  1 male  aged  36  years  and  one  female  aged 
72  years.  There  were  no  deaths  from  the  disease.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


The  total  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified,  after 
corrections  subsequently  made  was  186,  which  is  approximately  half 
the  number  of  notifications  received  during  the  previous  year. 

The  notifiable  disease  most  prevalent  in  the  district  was  whoop- 
ing cough  with  a total  of  89  cases.  The  majority  of  the  cases  were 
rather  mild  and  no  death  was  reported. 

Forty-four  cases  of  dysentery  reported  were  chiefly  associated 
with  an  outbreak  affecting  a junior  school  where  the  causal  organism 
was  B.  Sonnei.  All  cases  were  clinically  of  a mild  nature. 

No  case  of  poliomyelitis  or  diphtheria  was  reported  during 
the  year. 


VACCINATION  AND  IMMUNISATION 
Vaccination  against  Smallpox 

This  is  advised  at  about  3 months  of  age.  Infant  vaccination 
gives  a measure  of  protection  to  the  individual  for  many  years; 
should  the  disease  be  contracted  subsequently  it  is  generally  in  a 
modified  form  and  a fatal  issue  is  unlikely.

Immunisation  against  Diphtheria,  Whooping  Cough  and  Tetanus 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents 
have  the  choice  of  having  children  immunised  from  the  age  of 
four  months: 

(1)  by  a “triple”  vaccine  giving  protection  against  diphtheria, 
whooping  cough,  and  tetanus; 

(2)  by  a “combined”  vaccine  against  diphtheria  and  whooping 
cough ; 

(3)  against  whooping  cough  only; 

(4)  against  diphtheria  only; 

(5)  against  diphtheria  and  tetanus. 

In  the  case  of  “triple”,  “combined”  or  whooping  cough  im- 
munisation three  injections  are  given  at  intervals  of  not  less  than 
one  month. 
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These  protective  injections  are  given  free  of  charge  at  clinics 
and  by  general  practitioners  at  their  surgeries.  The  County  Council 
pays  a fee  to  general  practitioners  for  sending  in  a record  card  con- 
taining particulars  of  these  immunisations.

Vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council  in  accordance 
with  instructions  from  the  Ministry  of  Health,  vaccination  was 
offered  during  the  year  to  the  following  groups: 

(1)  Children  born  in  the  years  1943-1959. 

(2)  Persons  born  in  the  years  1933-1942. 

(3)  Expectant  Mothers. 

(4)  General  Practitioners  and  families. 

(5)  Ambulance  Staff  and  families. 

(6)  Hospital  staff,  medical  students  and  their  families. 

Up  to  the  end  of  the  year  a total  of  4,136  residents  had  been 
vaccinated  (by  two  injections)  since  the  inauguration  of  the  scheme ; 
649  of  these  vaccinations  were  done  during  the  year  under  report. 
During  the  year  1,149  third  injections  were  given. 
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B.C.C.  Vaccination  against  Tuberculosis 

Under  arrangements  made  by  the  County  Council,  parents  of 
children  about  to  leave  school  may  be  invited  to  consent  to  their 
children  being  skin-tested  for  susceptibility  to  tuberculosis,  and  to 
their  being  vaccinated  against  tuberculosis  with  B.C.G.  vaccine  if 
the  skin-test  shows  them  to  be  susceptible  to  this  disease.  During 
1960,  129  school  children  were  skin- tested  in  this  manner,  117  of 
them  were  found  to  be  susceptible  to  tuberculosis  and  113  of  these 
were  vaccinated  with  B.C.G. 


NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948 

Under  section  47  of  this  Act  (amended  in  1951)  a local  authority 
may  apply  to  a Court  for  an  Order  for  the  compulsory  removal  to 
hospital  or  Part  III  accommodation  of  persons  in  need  of  care  and 
attention,  which  they  are  unable  to  provide  for  themselves  and  which 
they  are  not  receiving  from  other  persons. 

No  case  arose  during  the  year  in  which  it  was  necessary  to  take 
action  under  this  section.

(b)  Mass  Miniature  Radiography  Surveys  are  carried  out 
periodically  in  the  district  by  the  Board’s  No.  4 Unit, 
which  is  based  on  Bolton.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Irlam  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Madam,  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  consideration  my  Annual 
Report  on  the  environmental  health  and  cleansing  services  of  the 
district  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1960. 

The  framework  of  the  report  is  similar  to  the  previous  years, 
embodying  the  necessary  statistics  and  brief  summaries  on  the 
various  sections  of  the  work  of  the  department. 

Whilst  the  presentation  of  this  report  is  a statutory  obligation 
every  endeavour  has  been  made  to  give  the  members  of  the  Council 
a picture  of  the  work  carried  out  in  the  department  during  1960. 

The  greatest  difficulty  is  found  in  trying  to  give  a fair  repre- 
sentation of  the  work  or  achievements  of  the  department  because 
we  are  working  to  a negative.  In  other  words  there  are  very  few 
tangible  objects  to  which  we  can  point  and  say,  “that  is  the  result 
of  our  labour”.  The  number  of  cases  of  food  poisoning  prevented 
due  to  our  work  on  food  hygiene,  or  the  result  of  our  efforts  to 
provide  the  community  with  a cleaner  atmosphere  cannot  be  esti- 
mated nor  can  they  be  put  into  any  reports  be  it  monthly  or  annual. 
The  one  thing  we  can  be  sure  about  is  that  the  work  and  responsibility 
of  the  department  is  growing  every  year.  New  legislation  not  only 
puts  more  work  on  the  department  but  brings  in  its  wake  an  abund- 
ance of  new  problems  and  difficulties  which  have  to  be  overcome. 

The  main  emphasis  during  the  year  has  been  on  the  clearing 
of  atmospheric  pollution.  Results  up  to  date  have  not  been  spec- 
tacular but  I am  sure  that  a good  foundation  has  been  laid  on  which 
we  can  build  in  future  years. 
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The  Public  Cleansing  Service,  whilst  rapidly  expanding  has 
continued  to  work  smoothly  and  efficiently,  and  despite  many  diffi- 
culties a weekly  collection  of  household  refuse  was  maintained  during 
the  year.  The  collection  of  salvage  was  most  satisfactory.  In  actual 
fact  more  salvage  was  collected  and  sold  than  in  any  year  since  the 
inception  of  the  scheme.  This,  in  my  opinion,  is  due  to  the  installa- 
tion of  an  electric  press  and  the  employment  of  a full  time  operator. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  this  year’s  figures  could  be  still  further  in- 
creased if  we  had  proper  facilities  for  baling  and  storage. 

In  conclusion  I have  again  to  express  my  appreciation  to  the 
Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Public  Health  Committee,  to  Dr. 
Elwood,  Dr.  Sharpe,  and  to  all  members  of  the  staff  and  employees 
for  their  help  and  support  throughout  the  year.

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OFFICE  ROUTINE 


No  small  part  of  the  smooth  working  of  the  environmental 
health  services  in  the  district  is  due  to  accurate  and  comprehensive 
records  kept  in  the  office.

the  technical  staff  are  engaged  in  the  district. 


It  is  true  to  say  that  as  the  duties  of  the  department  have  greatly 
increased  so  have  the  duties  performed  by  the  office  staff. 


I would  again  pay  tribute  to  Miss  Townsend  and  Mrs.  Proctor 
for  their  unfailing  support  in  maintaining  the  high  standard  of 
efficiency  of  the  clerical  side  of  the  work. 


FOOD  INSPECTION 

There  are  no  slaughterhouses  in  the  district.  Practically  the 
whole  of  the  meat  sold  in  the  district  comes  from  the  abattoirs  at 
Manchester  and  Warrington. 


The  practice  of  routine  inspection  of  foodstuffs  in  retail  shops 
and  works  canteens  continued  throughout  the  year.  The  standard 
of  the  foodstuffs  used  in  the  canteens  is  high  as  is  the  general  quality 
of  the  food  exposed  for  sale  in  the  retail  shops.

The  report  on  food  premises  is  one  of  consolidation  rather  than 
actual  progress.  Apart  from  one  or  two  modernisations  there  is  no 
progress  to  report.  This  is  due  entirely  to  the  fact  that  the  department 
has  been  engaged  to  a larger  degree  on  other  aspects  of  our  work. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  many  of  the  food  handlers  only  maintain 
a high  standard  when  they  are  being  “pushed”.  With  the  additional 
work  of  the  department  it  has  only  been  possible  to  devote  enough 
time  to  the  food  premises  to  ensure  that  the  standard  previously 
attained  was  maintained. 

The  standard  is  quite  good  and  the  Food  Hygiene  Regulations 
are  being  complied  with.  In  only  one  case  was  it  found  necessary  to 
institute  legal  proceedings  for  a contravention  of  the  Food  Hygiene 
Regulations.  Successful  proceedings  were  taken  under  Article  8 for 
the  exposing  of  fruit  and  vegeta  bles  to  contamination  by  placing  them 
for  sale  on  the  footpath  in  front  of  the  shop.

ICE  CREAM 


There  is  only  one  manufacturer  of  ice  cream  in  the  district.  The 
standard  of  cleanliness  maintained  on  these  premises  is  very  satis- 
factory. The  general  trend  is  to  retail  pre-packed  ice  cream  distri- 
buted by  bulk  manufacturers  from  all  types  of  businesses. 

Forty-three  premises  are  on  the  register  for  the  retail  sale  of 
ice  cream  (including  the  manufacturer).  These  are  made  up  as

HOUSING 

When  compared  with  the  whole  of  the  country  local  housing 
conditions  may  be  considered  reasonably  satisfactory.  There  are 
no  back  to  back  houses  or  congested  areas.  There  are  a number  of 
houses  which  do  not  come  up  to  the  modern  conception  of  housing 
standards  but  by  and  large  the  general  standard  is  good  and  is 
improving  every  year. 

Seven  Demolition  Orders  and  one  Closing  Order  were  made  by 
the  Council  during  1960  and  one  Council  house  was  certified  as 
unfit.  Twenty-five  houses  previously  condemned  were  demolished. 
Seven  families  involving  twenty-one  persons  were  displaced  from 
condemned  dwellings.  Six  of  the  families  were  rehoused  by  the 
Council  and  one  privately. 

There  were  thirteen  condemned  dwellings  still  standing  at  the 
end  of  the  year  of  which  nine  were  occupied. 

OVERCROWDING 

There  were  no  changes  regarding  overcrowding  during  the  year. 
Three  cases  involving  thirty  people  remained  outstanding. 

RENT  ACT,  1957 

The  Rent  Restrictions  Regulations,  1957 

Activities  under  these  regulations  have  now  become  part  of  the 
normal  routine  work  of  the  department.  Like  most  of  our  work  the 
figures  given  below  only  give  part  of  the  story — they  do  not  give  any 
account  of  the  time  taken  in  explaining  and  advising  tenants  as  to 
their  rights,  etc.,  under  the  Act.

The  number  of  complaints  received  shows  a considerable 
decrease  on  the  number  received  in  1959.  The  only  items  of  complaint 
where  no  decrease  is  shown  concern  requests  for  help  in  the  eradica- 
tion of  various  types  of  insect  pests  and  vermin  (including  rats  and 
mice).  This  may  at  first  sight  give  rise  for  alarm  but  in  actual  fact 
the  reverse  is  the  case.  With  the  higher  standards  of  living  and  better

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housing  conditions  the  number  of  complaints  appertaining  to 
housing  and  housing  defects  are  diminishing  and  people  are  becoming 
more  hygiene  conscious.  Where  at  one  time  the  odd  cockroach  or 
mouse  caused  no  alarm,  it  is  now  a matter  to  be  reported  to  the 
Public  Health  Department  for  attention. 

The  total  number  of  visits  made  in  connection  with  complaints 
received  (including  re-visits)  was  858. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  ACT,  1936 
NUISANCES  ABATED  AND  WORK  DONE 
Arising  out  of  complaints  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936, 
(included  under  the  previous  heading)  50  informal  and  26  statutory 
notices  were  served  during  the  year.  Of  the  26  statutory  notices, 
20  were  in  connection  with  drainage  work  and  6 for  housing  defects. 
Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  against  the  owners  of  four  pro- 
perties in  the  district  and  seven  Court  Orders  were  made  regarding 
non-compliance  with  three — section  39  notices,  and  four — section  93 
notices.  One  of  the  premises  later  became  vacant  and  was  sold.  The 
remaining  Orders  were  not  complied  with  and  towards  the  end  of 
the  year  the  Council  engaged  a contractor  to  carry  out  the  work 
in  default.  The  work  at  one  of  the  houses  was  completed  during  1960.

MOVEABLE  DWELLINGS 

There  is  one  site  for  two  caravans  licensed  under  the  provisions 
of  Section  269  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936. 

No  difficulties  have  arisen  during  the  year.  The  inevitable 
gypsies  have  camped  for  the  odd  night  but  have  moved  on  without 
giving  any  cause  for  complaint. 


WATER  SUPPLY 

With  the  exception  of  nine  properties  in  the  Glazebury  Moss 
Area,  which  are  supplied  by  the  Warrington  Corporation,  the  whole 
of  the  Urban  District  is  served  by  the  mains  of  Manchester  Cor- 
poration Waterworks  department.  The  supply  is  constant  and  all 
premises  are  supplied  direct  from  the  mains. 


WATER  COURSES 

The  natural  water  courses  in  the  district  are  the  Glaze  Brook, 
Platts  Brook,  Irlam,  and  a section  of  the  old  bed  of  the  River  Irwell. 
In  addition  to  these  there  are  many  irrigation  ditches  on  the  moss 
area. 

The  work  of  re-aligning  the  Glaze  Brook  between  the  railway 
and  Woolden  was  completed  during  the  year. 

In  August  some  concern  was  caused  because  children  were 
swimming  in  the  disused  section  of  the  old  bed  of  the  River  Irwell. 
Samples  of  water  were  taken  for  chemical  and  bacteriological 
analysis.  The  result  of  these  tests  showed  that  the  water  contained 
only  0.4  parts  per  million  of  ammonia  and  no  organisms  of  the 
typhoid  or  salmonella  groups.  It  is,  in  fact,  comparable  with  sea 
water  at  the  average  seaside  resort. 

The  water  course  giving  the  most  cause  for  alarm  is  the  Man- 
chester Ship  Canal.  Throughout  the  summer  months  many  com- 
plaints were  again  made  regarding  the  stench  emanating  from  this 
source.  The  nuisance  is  particularly  aggravating  when  large  vessels 
pass  by. 
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Regular  routine  inspections  were  made  for  the  presence  of 
rodents.  No  serious  infestations  were  found. 

DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE 

Apart  from  a few  isolated  houses  on  the  moss  area,  all  properties 
arc  connected  to  the  sewers. 

The  sewage  is  received  and  dealt  with  at  the  Council’s  sewage 
works  situated  at  Lords  Street,  Cadishead,  where  it  is  treated  by  the 
Activated  Sludge  method  prior  to  discharge  into  the  River  Glaze. 

SANITARY  ACCOMMODATION 

The  following  approximate  particulars  are  given  of  conveniences 
in  the  district  at  the  end  of  1 960 :

Slowly  but  quite  definitel  they  farm  houses  on  the  moss  area  are 
being  put  on  the  water  carriage  system.  This  is  not  evident  by  the 
above  figures  when  compared  with  the  previous  years.  The  number 
of  pail  closets  remain  static  thus  indicating  that  no  progress  is  being 
made  in  the  area.  The  fact  is  that  whilst  the  farmhouses  are  being 
fitted  with  water  closets,  the  pail  closets  are  being  retained  for  the 
use  of  workmen  in  order  to  comply  with  the  Agriculture  (Safety, 
Health  and  Welfare  Provisions)  Act,  1956. 

AGRICULTURE  (SAFETY,  HEALTH,  AND 
WELFARE  PROVISIONS)  ACT,  1956 

Only  one  visit  in  connection  with  a minor  contravention  of 
this  Act  as  it  affects  the  local  authority  was  carried  out  during  the 
year.  No  formal  action  was  necessary. 

ATMOSPHERIC  POLLUTION 

The  Chairman  of  the  Public  Health  Committee  and  the  Senior 
Public  Health  Inspector  were  appointed  the  Council’s  representatives 
on  the  Manchester  and  District  Regional  Clean  Air  Committee. 
Your  inspector  was  again  re-elected  as  a Member  of  the  North  West 
Divisional  Council  of  the  National  Clean  Air  Society. 

The  Council  continued  to  take  part  in  the  scheme  concerned 
with  the  investigation  of  atmospheric  pollution  in  our  own  and  ad- 
joining districts.  At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  four  lead 
peroxide  apparatus  for  the  measurement  of  sulphur  dioxide,  and 
one  deposit  gauge.  On  4th  May,  1960  one  volumetric  apparatus 
for  the  measurement  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  was  installed 
in  the  Public  Health  Department  and  on  1st  October  a second 
apparatus  was  put  into  operation  at  Longfield  Lodge,  Cadishead.

Tie  two  volumetric  apparatus  are  attended  to  daily  by  members 
of  the  staff  of  the  Public  Health  Department.  The  lead  peroxide 
apparatus  and  deposit  gauge  are  attended  to  monthly  by  members  of 
the  University  staff  in  conjunction  with  the  Standing  Conference  cf 
Local  Authorities. 

On  26th  April,  1960,  the  Council  made  their  first  Smoke  Control 
Order.  The  area  involved  is  bounded  by  the  Glaze  Brook  from  its 
point  of  entry  into  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  to  the  Railway,  the 
southerly  side  of  Lords  Street  and  Green  Lane,  Cadishead,  and  thence 
along  the  southerly  side  of  Hayes  Road  to  the  Manchester  Ship 
Canal,  and  finally  along  the  Manchester  Ship  Canal  following  the 
Urban  District  Boundary  to  the  Glaze  Brook.  A Public  enquiry 
was  held  on  16th  August,  1960,  and  the  Order  was  confirmed  on 
26th  January,  1961.  The  Order  comes  into  force  on  1st  November, 
1961. 


SHOPS  ACT,  1950 

During  the  year  317  visits  were  made  to  shops  under  the  pro- 
visions of  the  above  Act.  The  provisions  of  the  Act  were  found  to  be 
satisfactorily  complied  with.  There  were  256  shops  in  the  district 
(126  in  Irlam  and  130  in  Cadishead)  at  the  end  of  the  year.

Library  books  are  also  fumigated  with 
Formaldehyde  prior  to  returning  to  general  use. 

MORTUARY 

The  mortuary  which  is  situated  at  the  rear  of  the  Council  Offices 
is  maintained  by  the  department.  Four  years  ago  the  walls  were  tiled 
up  to  a height  of  5 feet  in  an  effort  to  improve  conditions  and  to  make 
it  easier  for  cleaning  purposes.  This  did  improve  things  slightly  but 
the  general  conditions  are  far  below  the  modern  standard  now 
expected.  Not  only  is  the  general  standard  low  but  also  the  facilities 
are  inadequate.  Over  the  past  years  there  has  been  a marked  rise  in 
the  number  of  times  the  mortuary  has  been  used.  This  may  be  due  to 
two  factors.  First  the  general  rise  in  the  population  and  secondly 
the  greater  percentage  of  older  people. 

As  a general  routine  the  mortuary  is  cleansed  weekly  and  after 
each  use.  The  Fublic  Health  Department  is  also  responsible  for 
maintaining  supplies  of  clean  sheets,  soap  and  towels,  rubber  gloves, 
etc.,  for  the  use  of  Doctors  conducting  post  mortem  examinations. 

The  mortuary  has  been  in  use  on  1 9 occasions  during  the  year.

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PREVENTION  OF  DAMAGE  BY  PESTS  ACT,  1949 
Rodent  Control 

Work  in  this  connection  continued  steadily  throughout  the  year. 
Again  the  bulk  of  the  rodent  operative’s  time  has  been  spent  on 
inspection  and  investigation.  The  number  of  treatments  was  slightly 
less  than  the  previous  year  and  the  majority  of  reports  of  rats  and 
mice  come  from  the  occupiers  of  dwelling  houses.  There  were  no 
major  infestations.  In  the  main  most  treatments  were  for  the  odd 
rat  which  inevitably  seems  to  appear  from  nowhere.

Thirty-eight  visits  to  petrol  installations  were  made  during  the 
year  and  in  accordance  with  the  conditions  of  licence,  one  new  tank 
and  13  tanks  which  have  been  in  use  upwards  of  20  years  were 
tested.  Of  these  2 were  found  to  be  defective.  The  main  source  of 
leakage  was  the  gaskets  and  joints  at  the  manhole  cover. 


PUBLIC  CLEANSING

With  full  employment  in  the  district  the  task  of  manning  the 
refuse  vehicles  becomes  more  difficult  each  year.  The  position  was 
aggravated  by  a high  rate  of  sickness  during  the  year.  To  have  the 
vehicles  fully  manned  for  a week  has  been  the  exception  rather 
than  the  rule. 


Refuse  Collection 

Three  S.D.  freighters  are  employed  in  the  collection  of  household 
refuse.  These  were  purchased  in  1947,  1950,  and  1955  respectively. 

As  the  district  develops  and  more  and  more  houses  are  built  so 
the  work  of  refuse  collection  grows  as  indeed  does  the  cleansing 
service  as  a whole.  The  number  of  bins  to  be  emptied  is  increasing 
weekly.  Each  new  house,  as  it  becomes  occupied,  has  to  be  incor- 
porated into  the  collection  service.  This  fact  is  not  often  appreciated 
by  the  ratepayers  as  indeed  is  the  fact  that  the  refuse  collectors  are 
entitled  to  holidays.  All  these  factors  continually  change  the  pattern 
of  the  rounds  so  that  the  time  of  collection  at  any  particular  address 
is  never  static.  In  spite  of  all  the  difficulties  a weekly  collection  was 
maintained  except  for  holiday  periods  throughout  the  year.

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Not  only  is  the  amount  of  household  refuse  increasing  as  the 
district  grows  but  the  amount  of  other  refuse  is  now  assuming 
alarming  proportions.  It  will  be  noted  that  over  25%  of  the  total 
is  from  sources  other  than  household  refuse.

Salvage 

The  amount  of  paper  collected  during  the  year  was  the  highest 
recorded  since  the  inception  of  the  salvage  collection  scheme  being 
52  tons  higher  than  the  previous  best  in  1958.  It  is  the  first  time  that 
the  300  ton  mark  has  been  passed.  The  income,  although  not  a record 
is  second  only  to  1951  when  prices  rose  to  fantastic  levels.  As  I 
have  previously  reported  the  amount  of  paper  collected  as  salvage 
is  not  governed  by  the  amount  available  but  by  the  inadequate 
facilities  for  baling  and  storing  at  the  Fairhills  Road  Depot. 


The  figure  for  textiles  is  the  highest  since  1952  being  50%  up 
on  the  past  five  years.  The  amount  of  metal  collected  was  again 
only  small  due  to  absence  of  storage  accommodation.
